After leaving Ephesus Paul visited 
the churches in Macedonia, giving 
them much exhortation, the nature of 
which we may gather from his epis- 
tles. Then, passing Into Greece, he 
abode three months, and he would not 


fail to open to them the Scriptures at | 


every opportunity. Hindered in his 
purpose to sail from Greece to Syria, 
he returned through Macedonia, some 
of the brethren having gone to Troas 
to await him there. Luke evidently 
accompanied him to Philippi and sail- 
ed with him to Troas, where they tar- 
ried seven days (xx, 6). The next 
verse looks like commemorating our 
Lord’s death on the first day of the 
week, and in connection therewith 
Paul held an all night service, talking 
even till break of day. At this service 
a young man fell out of the window 
and was killed, but Paul was permit- 
ted to restore him to life. This may 
have been an exceptionally long dis- 
course of Paul's, but we have some- 
times wondered, with so much to tell, 
how long he did talk. While all the 
party sailed from Troas, Paul prefer- 


red to walk across to Assos and join! 
perhaps coveting to be| 


them there, 
alone with his Lord, something so nec- 
essary for a laborer with God. A mis- 
sionary wrote from the heart of Brazil 
recently, “It is prayer that strikes the 
winning blow.” 

Having reached Miletus and hasten- 
ing to be at Jerusalem by Pentecost, 
instead of visiting Ephesus he sent for 
the elders of the church to come to 
him at Miletus, and his address, to

ECCLES WAS A HERO 


After Calling for Aid by Wireless He 
Assisted Passengers to Escape 
and Lost His Own Life 

Vancouver, B.C.—One of sthe most 
remarkable stories of heroism at sea 
with a Winnipeg man as the hero, 
and the magic wireless playing a part. 
will mark the history of the destruc- 
tion of the steamer Ohio on a reef at 
Steep Bay in Alaska. He gave up his 
life to save his shipmates after flash- 
ing the famous C.D.Q. message for 
help. Six’ have sbeen drowned and 
many more are missing as a result of 
the vessel, which sailed from Seattle 
to Nome on August 24, striking a rock 
and sinking almost immediately. The 
calls for help sent by George Eccles 
were sent flashing over the northern 
sea. They were picked up by _ the 
steamers Humboldt and Rupert City. 
The latter was too far south to give 
aid, but the former rushed off to the 
stricken steamer’s assistance, and it 
is hoped has taken off some of the 
passengers. Eccles barely had time to 
flash the information that the vessel 
was sinking and her location. Then 
the other vessels lost touch with the 
Ohio and knew she had sunk. The 
operator is destined to take a place in 
history far ahead of Jack Binns and 
others. After the steamer struck, ac- 
cording to a story received by wireless 
at Ketchikan from Contractor Heney, 
of the Copper River railway, Eccles 
went into the cabins and got out many 
passengers. He could have escaped 
the doomed ship if he had looked after 
himself instead of going to the aid of 
the passengers.

Argentine Urges Removal of Embargo 

Montreal.—A London special cable 
says: It is stated here that the Argen- 
tine government is pressing the Bri, 
ish government to remove the embargo | 
on Argentine cattle.

Not Probable that Canadian Yards 
Will be Established for Some Years 
—Construction of Naval Craft in 
Canada Would be Attended with 
Great Difficulty—British Yards will 

‘ Likely be Used Instead.

\formed of any proposal to borrow two 

| British cruisers to inaugurate the Ca- 

|nadian navy, though it is thought here 


i that such a plan would not be un- 
reasonable in connection with the 
jtraining of Canadians as sailors and 
seamen to command and man war ves- 
sels.

Orders in the first place will be 
|given to British builders for the craft 
required on the Atlantic and Pacific. 
Eventually an effort will be made to 
jestablish Canadian yards from which 
}such craft can be turned out. 

| The opinion here is that unless some 
| British builder is venturesome, Can- 
jadian yards will not be established 
| for some years as it is realized that 
| to equip a plant capable of producing 
|modern cruisers, destroyers and sub- 
|/marines, is no small undertaking. 

Not only is the ordinary fabriestion 
|and protecting of the hull involved, 
| but there are so many specialized de- 
partments such as electrical engineer- 
ling and fitting involved. It is estim- 
ated that when a British builder gets 
ja battleship or cruiser contract he 
has to call to his assistance and em- 
ploy from one to two hundred firms to 
|put in engines, boilers, pumps and 
|the thousand features which go into 
a modern war craft’s hull. 

It is known that the firms do not 
exist in Canada to carry out all these 
specialties and therefore construction 
| of naval crafts in Canada would be at- 
tended with difficulty and be a matter 
for the future, In the meantime, Brit- 
ish yards will be used for the building 
| of such naval craft as are required.

DEADLY POISONS, 


Nearly One-half of Those Known Are 
Chemical Rarities. 

“There sare only about 160 deadly | 
poisons known to science,” said an 
expert in poison lore the other day. | 
“Of these 160 quickly fatal drugs one- | 
third are alkaloids, and more than a 


| score are complicated animal and 


vegetable poisons not yet fully classi- | 
fied. Nearly half of the total number | 
of known poisons are chemical rari- | 
ties—not things that ever get into 
the coroners’ reports. Of these 160 
kinds of poisons 19 per cent. act di- 
rectly on the brain or on the spinal | 
cord, either by bringing on uncon- | 
sciousness or by stimulating the 
mind to such an extent that delirium | 
follows; 51-2 per cent. affect the re- 
spiration and only a little more than 
4 per cent. the heart primarily. Near- | 
ly 40 per cent. are irritant poisons, 
and the rest have a mixed action on 
the human body. Arsenic, for ex- | 
ample, produces almost the same | 
symptoms as Asiatic cholera; phos- | 
phorus produces jaundice, and strych- | 
nine’s effects resemble a case of lock- | 
jaw. All these symptoms, of course, 
are those that precede death when a | 
fatal dose has been taken. 

“A good many of these poisons are | 
dangerous to manufacture. Mercuric 
methide, for instance, brings mad- 
ness to those who work too long at 


making it. A gas rises from it that 
is not immediately fatal, but that | 
causes temporary insanity, which | 


may, of course, become permanent. 

“Potassium bichromate is another 
dangerous chemical and one that is | 
used in large quantities commercial- | 
ly. The workmen who breathe in the | 
dust that rises from the manufacture | 
of this deadly poison finally lose | 
their noses. For that reason those 
who work over this chemical have | 
their faces protected by respirators. | 
Even then the dust is so fine and in- | 
sidious that they do not. escape en- | 
tirely, and many suffer from painful 
affections of the skin. The horses 
that work about the factory where | 
this potassium bichromate is made | 
on a large scale are mostly lame. The | 
dust gets into their hoofs and causes | 
sores. Cyanide of potassium looks so 
much like sugar that the workmen in | 
the factories where it is made keep 
their mouths bandaged to help them 
resist the temptation to eat some of 
of it. A pinch of this poison is fatal 
instantly, as every one knows. It is 
used in the separation of gold from | 
the other metals with which it is 
found in the earth, and thousands of 
tons of this particularly deadly poison 
are employed for that purpose every 
year all over the world. 

“Some of these poisons have been 
known for ages. Prussic acid, then 
called ‘the poison of the peach,’ was 
used by the Egyptians before-the 
pyramids were built. They were the 
first to distill the poison from peach 
pits.” 


Fifteenth Century Artists. 

Artists in Italy in the fifteenth cen- 
tury were little better off than small 
shcpkeepers. This is shown by the 
dowries they usually gave their daugh- 
ters, which varied from $1,040 to $2,- 
080, and it is related as an extraor- 
dinary instance that Andrew Maneg- 
na gave his daughter $2,600 at the | 
time of her marriage, which was 
about the close of the fifteenth cen- 
tury. Michelangelo, Raphael and Ti- 
tian were the only painters of the fif- 
teenth century who succeeded in at- 
taining a position of ease. Michel- 
angelo at his death left about $48,- 
000, besides some real estate, to his 
nephew, Leonardo, Raphael’s pro- 
perty was estimated to be worth 
$135,000, while Durer was worth at 
the time of his death only $31,650. 
In those days, however, pensions 
were frequently given to artists by 
sovereigns and cities,
